_IIc (Gen. Scott,) spoke freely of the con-

He said, however, that "he had 
always recognized his allegiance as due to 
the United States of America; that his 
course was nearly ended, but that while he 
lived he should always fight for the -'Stars' 
and Stripes." 
He went on to speak of his 


having been "lately insulted by a Rich- 
mond friend, who began to road some 
propositions to him, which he would not 
permit him to finish." This was under- 
stood to be a proposition to resign his com- 
mifsios as Couimander-in-Chief of the Uni- 
ted States Ajrmy, and to accept the leader- 
ship of the Virginia forces.
